E NEW REPORT ON. JUVE- 

nile delinquency in this area 
makes two points very. clear: the 
rate of delinuuency is increasing 
faster than the growth of our young 
population. and present methods of 
handling it are not effective enough. 

Thisis_a_factual finding by a 
study committee of Greater Vic- 
toria’s Community Welfare Council, 
which presented its. report to the 
parent body today. With the report 
are several recommendations. 

The committee does not pretend 
to have all the answers to the prob- 
lem. On the-other fond it suggests 
action which may-#educe the inci- 
dence of delinquency here, may 
assist in. the reformation of the 
offender and best of ail may, by 
early identification, steer some 
youngsters. away from delinquency. 

Most— ofthe recommendations 
involve greater expenditure on the 
various forms. of treatment pro- 
posed. Some can be carried out 
with relatively little extra cost; some 
call for more extensive financing. 

But if improvements are not 
‘shown in methods of handling the 
situation here, then juvenile delin- 
quency is going to become much 
more costly than it is now. Hence, 
Tunds spent on effective courses are 
investments ‘which could furnish 

_ dividends by avoiding the losses 
entailed in-an expansion of local 
juvenile delinquency. 

If the report leads to public 
recognition of the fact that this 
community—all of it—has a stake 
in reducing juvenile delinquency, it 
will have served a purpose and at 
the same time it will have increased 
the possibilities of various authori- 
ties doing something more: about 
the problem. 

No one acquainted with the-sub- 
ject assumes that there is one ‘ac- 
ceptable, all-embracing treatment 
which will offer a complete curé. 
Progress toward control is the best 
that-can be expected, and it can be 
made only with a recognition of the 
need for. different. methods for dif- 
ferent types of young offenders, 
whose make-up and responses vary 
sharply. 


The committee has suggested a 
‘sensible improvement in facilities by 
urging the establishment of a fam- 
ily and children's court building of 
a nature to impress upon youth the 
dignity and importance of-its fune- 
tions. Makeshift arrangements so 
far undertaken here are not ade- 
quate. : : 

There is wisdom, also, in- the 
recommendation that adequately 
trained people be employed in the 
early grades of public schools to 
identify children with problems who, 
lacking early. attention, may become 
delinquent. ; 

-Many of the other suggestions 
merit close consideration by various 
authorities with jurisdiction over 
children in trouble or apparently 
headed for trouble. 

The degrgé to which such pro- 
posals are implemented will, in the 
committee’s opinion, determine to a 
large extent the value of the. report. 

It has alerted the public to a 
very serious situation here—a situa- 


‘tion which could rapidly grow worse 


if left without adequate attention. 
The adequacy of attention, it shouid 


be. noted, will depend Jargely on the _ 
extent to which existing. 


ing services 
are broadened. This is’ particularly 
the case in probation work where 
staff in operation at present is bur- 
dened by too heavy case loads and 
by duties other’than those of giving 
personal attention to individual chil- 
dren. : 

Obviously the committee has 
kept in mind not only the need to 
work toward the-rehabilitation of 
youngsters who have strayed, but 
also to see to it that the depreda- 
tions of the delinquents do not 
expand in a way to inflict greater 
injury on the public in general. The 
victim no less than the culprit has 
been considered. 

This is no namby-pamby ges- 
ture_to extend undue leniency to 
young people who misbehave. seri- 
ously, It is, rather, an effort to 
check that misbehavior by construc- 
tive measures aimed at prevention 
and reformation. 

The study group has. provided 
a useful comraunity service. But the 
fruits will lie in what action is taken,

MLE features of the chiel actors in the

Turkey Vultures.on Increase 


DEAR DR. CARL: 

This fall a group of several dozen. turkey 
vultures was seen circling over Oak Bay. The 
birds soared aimlessly for some time then 
gradually drifted off southwards, Where did 
they come from and where were they going?

DEAR E. G. HL: 

Each year turkey vultures appear over the 
city, usually near the end 
of September. or in October. 


are seen in one flock and

Vultures used to be considered quite rare 
in British Columbia. Occasionally one or two 
birds would be seen around the Gulf Islands 
or along the rock bluffs of Saanich Inlet and 
a few birds were known to work over slash 
areas northwest of Courtenay, but they were 
never thought to be numerous. 


most of the United States and Mexico, fresh 
arrival of groups as small as our population 
would be unnoticed. 

Actually it is probably only birds at the 
extremes of the range that migrate, and these 
movements are noticeable in areas such as 
southern Vancouver Island only because the 
configuration of the land funnels the birds into 
a narrow migration route. 

* * * 

Vultures are scavengers, depending upon 
dead animals for their food. Along the coast 
they probably subsist upon deer which die of 
natural causes’ as well as those that are killed 
but not. retrieved by hunters. They also patrol 
the beaches: for dead fish and—other carrion 
stranded by the ebbing tide. 

Domestic stock also are a potential source 
of food. While the birds are ordinarily inter- 
ested only in dead animals they have: occa- 
sionally been accused of hastening the death 
of lambs that-are too weak to stand. 

How vultures locate their prey has been 
a contentious question for many’ years. 
Scientists have tended to believe that since 
birds as a group have practically no sense of 
smell, vultures must depend entirely upon 
their sense of sight for finding carrion. . 

This theory was substantiated years ago 
by a simple experiment; when a dead animal 
was concealed by brush or other cover vul- 
tures failed to find it though birds apparently 
passed within smelling distance of the corpse
